President Roosevelt has gtated strik- 
ingly the bearing of this question on 
national well-being: “If the average 
husband and wife fulfill their duties 
toward one another and toward their 
children as Christianity teaches them, 
then we may rest absolutely assured 
that the other problems (dealing with 
our public questions) will solve them- 
selves. But if we have solved every 
other problem in the wisest possible 
way, it shall profit us nothing if we 
| have lost our own national soul; and 
we will have lost it, If we do not have 
the question of the relations of the 
family put upon the proper basis.” 

The commission will endeavor to pro- 
mote the adoption of such legislation 
as shall result In a uniformity of laws 
relating to marriage throughout the 
United States.

65. The whole question is to be con- 
sidered together in one bill, which 
will be known as the Hamilton Bill, 
after the chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on States and Territories. It is 
not expected that the bill will come to 
a vote before the holiday recess, but it 
is proposed to bring it up for action 
immediately after the reassembling of 
Congress at the close of the recess. 

Much resentment is felt by western 
Congressmen at the treatment which 
they have received in this affair. They 
declare that the so-called conference“ 
was not a real conference, at which 
freedom of expression was allowed, 
but was “practically a cinch game in- 
tended ta force the opponents of State- 
hood into line.” . Hamilton and other 
advocates of the Statehood force bill 
talked more than an hour and a half, 
while the opponents of the bill were 
allowed only eight minutes Among 
the sixty-five opponents of the bill. 
only Jones of Washington, Adams of 
Wisconsin and Tawney of Minnesota, 
were able to get in a word. Of course 
every Californian voted solidly against 
the jointure proposition, though to no 
purpose, 

The only hope of defeating this ob- 
noxious bill lies with the Senate. 
| There it will meet strong opposition, | 
which may serve to defeat it al- 
together, or to modify it so as to meet 
the objections of Arizona. Senator 
Foraker yesterday informed The 
Times’ correspondent in Washington 
‘that he would make a stiff fight for 
his two amendments, one of which 
proposes to eliminate Arizona and 
New Mexico from the bill, admitting 
only Oklahoma and Indian Territory, 
while the other provides for a separate 
vote by Arizona and New Mexico on 
the question of jointure. Mr. Foraker 
announces that be does not propose 
to fight for delay, but that he does 
propose, if it be possible, to secure a 
square deal for the Territories direct- 
ly interested. Of course the two 
Senators from California will join in 
the fight to save Arizona from the 
fate which she so much dreads, and 
against which her people so vigorous- 
ly protest.

HE SHIP SUBSIDY BILL. ‘ 

One of the important questions 
which will come before: Congress at 
this session will be that of subsidizing 
ships of the merchant marine engaged 
in the foreign carrying trade. The 
Merchant Marine Commission, which 
was appointed by the Fifty-eighth Con- 
gress to investigate the subject, sub- 
mitted a bill at the last session, which 
failed of enactment. But the question 
of ship subsidies did not lapse with the 
failure of the measure proposed by the 


taken up at this session, with the hope, 
on the part of those who are trying to 
get a subsidy bill of some sort through 
Congress, that the object sought can be 
accomplished. 
The Merchant Marine Commission 
held a session in Washington a few 
days ago for the purpose of considering 
amendments to the bill. The revision 
was taken up by sections, and several 
verbal changes were made in the, 
interest of clearness and precision. 
Subventions are to be limited absolute- 
ly to ships engaged principally in the 
foreign trade, as distinct from the 
coastwise commerce, from which it has 
always been the policy of our govern- 
ment to exclude foreign competition. 
Another amendment was adopted pro- 
viding specifically that “no company 
receiving a subvention under the 
terms of this bill shall receive any 
other subvention, bounty or subsid 
from the United States.” 
Another amendment was adopted re- 
quiring that one-half of the deck force 
of ships receiving subventions shall be 
able seamen who have served at least 
two years on deck. The commission, it 
is further stated, “is considering the

While it is, of course, too early to
